The following from the Newark 
News, 8/24/68 is also interesting: “Beginning 
last Thursday, the McCarthy and McGovern 
forces sat down to work out a common posi- 
tion meeting through most of Thursday night 
and Friday morning at the Conrad Hilton Ho- 
tel. Pierre Salinger representing McGovern 
and Richard Goodwin, representing McCar- 
thy, fashioned a MeGovern-McCarthy plank.” 


THE REPUBLICANS 
Zionist control and maneuvering was 
equally present at the convention for the Re- 
publican branch of the One Party System 
with Two Names, but not as manifest. Re- 
member, in this managed farce, the Repub- 
licans are supposed to be the “good” guys 


-while the Democrats are the “bad” guys. 


Both conventions are total frauds. The Zio- 
nist element lurked behind the three main 
contenders. Rockefeller has always main- 
tained a liberal number of Zionist confidants, 
including the ever-present Jake Javits. Per- 
haps the main architect of Romney’s abortive 
effort was his experienced public relations as- 
sistant, David Goldberg. And what about 
Richard Nixon? Let us examine the record. 


Richard Nixon 


We are told Nixon is an anti-communist 
and a conservative. Many call him “Tricky 
Dicky.” DAN SMOOT (5/30/60) made this 
observation: “Nixon has no peer as a weather 
vane who changes with the wind — yet is 
always working both sides of the street just 
in case the wind changes again.” 

Nixon has maintained an honorary mem- 
bership in the NAACP for 20 years. All 
knowledgeable people consider the NAACP a 
communist front, though not officially so 
cited, but its record speaks for itself. 

Nixon has been, and still may be, a mem- 
ber of the notorious COUNCIL ON FOR- 
EIGN RELATIONS. Nixon was an errand 
boy for the CFR. His job was to “get” Sena- 
tor Joseph McCarthy. He worked hard to 
have the appointment of Charles Bohlen, CFR 
member, as U.S. Ambassador to the USSR 
confirmed, and he pressured McCarthy, with- 
out avail, to cease opposing the appointment. 
Bohlen who was advisor to FDR at the Yalta 
Conferences, has been labelled “architect of 
the Yalta sell-out” and “grave-digger of Po- 
land.” 

In October 1957 Nixon wrote an article 
in FOREIGN AFFAIRS, monthly organ of 
the CFR. This is the invisible group Nixon 
allegedly broke with. 

In his book “SIX CRISES” Nixon referred 
to the red revolutionary, Martin Luther 
King as “a nationally respected leader and 
symbol of the anti-segregation forces.” 

The man who aspires to be our leader 
made this remark in discussing the Cuban 
problem on Feb. 14, 1964: “It is foolish to 
talk about an economic blockade of Cuba un- 
less we convince our allies to go along with 
us.” (What allies?) - l

issue by stating: “We oppose 
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ly Amendment, a direct slap at conservatives 
fighting for its retention. He also endorsed 
the treasonous Atlantic Union Resolution with 
Javits and Humphrey. 

While stumping for Eisenhower in 1956, 
Nixon took time out to say what a nice fel- 
low Adlai Stevenson, Democratic candidate, 
was. Stevenson founded the Chicago branch 
of the AMERICANS FOR DEMOCRATIC 
ACTION, and was a protege of Jake Arvey, 
Zionist Democratic boss of Illinois. 

In the past Nixon supported federalizing 
our public schools; is on record in favor of 
the United Nations, is an arch-enemy of 
RIGHT-TO-WORK laws, one of the most 
cherished safeguards in the credo of every 
patriotic citizen. Nixon is on record for the 
Eisenhower-Nixon administration — which 
gave more aid and assistance to the enemy, 
than any administration before or since. 

‘As Congressman, Nixon introduced a reso- 
lution in 1950 calling for the establishment 
of a U.N. police force, to be set up on a per- 
manent basis. 

Nixon is for the admission of Red China to 
the U.N. He stated in FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
magazine “We simply cannot afford to keep 
China forever outside the family of nations.” 

Just how Nixon could always carry water 
on both shoulders was indicated in his state- 
ment at the Hershey Conference of 1964: “T 
want all Republicans to win; I am just as 
strong for a liberal Republican in New York 
as I am for a conservative Republican in 
Temas 5.” 

In 1962, in his bid for the California gov- 
ernorship he campaigned AGAINST PROP- 
OSITION 24, which called for the outlawing 
of the Communist Party, in spite of the fact 
that one half million voters had signed pe- 
titions in favor of it. 

Nixon has stooped so low as to form an 
alliance with the ultra-radical black power 
fanatics of CORE (Congress of Racial Equal- 
ity), notably FLOYD McKISSICK, one of 
the country’s most revolutionary black fa- 
natics. CORE has stated that Nixon is the 
“only presidential candidate who is moving in 
the direction of CORE’s program.” (Amer- 
ican Opinion 9/68). 

The notorious leftist Paul Hoffman (hus- 
band of the infamous Anna Rosenberg) 
picked Nixon as Eisenhower’s 1952 running 
mate. Nixon merited this honor by betray- 
ing his own party and working with such 
characters as Hoffman, Nelson Rockefeller 
and Sidney Weinberg to form the “REPUB- 
LICAN ADVANCE” movement which was 
organized to stop nomination of the pro- 
American Taft and paved the way for the 


nomination of Eisenhower, Invisible Gov- 


ernment stooge. 


Nixon made the following statement to 
the New York Times on March 10, 1968: 
“I think Dean Rusk would be an excellent 
Secretary of State ...” Dean Rusk was 
the Far Eastern expert who sold out Na- 
tionalist China to the Communists while a 
member of the Institute of Pacific Rela- 
tions, officially condemned by the Senate 
Internal Security Subcommittee, 

On Aug. 29, 1961, speaking over ABC radio 
network, Nixon stated he favored “a long 
range Foreign Aid plan, financed through 
multi-year authorizations and annual appro- 
priations.” (Dan Smoot Report 9/25/61). 


It is an undeniable fact that Nixon is a 
Rockefeller man. Nelson and Nixon ham- 
mered out the platform in the 1960 conven- 
tion. Not long ago he attended a dinner for 
arch-Zionist Jake Javits, and stated he would 
vote for him in any election. Javits is also a 
Rockefeller man. 


Those in the know believe the $200,000 
Nixon receives yearly for “practicing law” 
comes from a firm of international lawyers, 
much of whose business comes from global 
Rockefeller interests! (American Opinion 
9/1968) . 


Nixon can perhaps take more credit than 
anyone for the passage of the 1968 Open 
Housing Bill, by far the most radical of all. 
Dirksen stated that Nixon definitely pressur-

Democratic Party on its own ground in the 
battle for the peoples’ votes.” 
According to CURRENT BIOGRAPHY 
6/1958, Nixon made the following statement: 


“In the internationalist field, I am an interna- 


tionalist.” = 
U.S. NEWS & WORLD REPORT, Dec. 6, 
1957 commented that Nixon has moved away, 
from his “conservative” past and “has iden- 
tified himself almost completely with Eisen- 
hower’s modern Republicanism.” 
Nixon and the Jews 
Richard Nixon is Zionist oriented. Early in 
his political career, at a 1946 Quaker meeting, 
Nixon minced no words in a statement man- 
ifesting his thinking along these lines: “We

Bilbos, the Talmadges and the Gerald Smiths,
